OF ACTIVITY’ 


Having reached the stage of 
rabid partyism which sees nothing 
badin its friends, and nothing good 
in its opponents, the Regina 
Leader quotes a labored list of 
alleged beneficial accomplishments 
with which the present govern- 
ment has distinguished _ itself, 
during its 24 months of office. 

One of the proud achievements 
it quotes is the reduction of the 
rate of interest paid by the 
government from three to two | 
and a half per cent, For this the 
people who put their trust in 
government savings banks ought 
to be very gratefal. 

Another Herculean accomplish- 
ment which causes the Leader to 
admire the government is the 
“revision” of the tariff. Whether 
the “revision” was made for tie 
benefit of favored manufacturers, 
or to get even with manufacturers 
who had opposed the government, 
we are not told. At any rate it 
gives no sign that the free trade 
principle which Laurier, Cart- 
wright & Co. sv eloquently pro 
fessed when in opposition were 
meant for anything more than 
campaign clap-trap. 

Preferential trade with Great 
Britain is another remarkable 
“result of activity” on the part of 
this government which ‘does 
things,” but the Laader is careful 
not toremark that the alleged pre- 
feronce has had to be forcibly 
extended to half a dozen other 
countries, 


“Immigration efforts have been 
so improved and revivified that 
thousands of new settlers from the 
United States, Great Britain and 
Europe are pouring into Western 
Canada.” The new “settlers” are 
largely composed of a class which 
any country can buy from the 
steamship agents at $5.00 a head 

sand which the last government 
refused to barter for, The immi- 
gration which was not bought and 
paid for at so much a head has 
come as the result of good crops, 
higher prices and better times, 


The next “achievement” is the 
opening of the Yukon gold fields, 
The Leader had better not have 
mentioned it. The notorious job 
attempted with Mackenzie and 
Mann, the shabby treatment the 
government accorded the Edmon- 
ton route, and the speculating 
officials it sent to the Yukona to 
grab mining claims all speak 
volumes—to the lasting discredit 
of the government. 

“Oold storage of tarm and dairy 
produce” was suecessfully inaugue- 
ated by Prof. Robertson under the 
previous government, 


Credit is taken for the comin 
plebiscite on prohibition, This 
will cost several hundred thousand 
dollars and probably accomplish 
no more than did the famous 
liquor commission which cost oyer 
$80,000, The government has 
refused to commit itself to any 
action following the taking of the 
plebiscite, 

“The Kootenay gold fields are 
being opened and a_ source of 
cheaper fuel supply obtained by 
the construction of the Crow’s 
Nest Railway.” This was arranged 
by the last government. he 
Laurier party failed to carry out 
its pledges to build the line as a 
governmeot undertaking, but 
instead made a present of it toa 
monopoly, which now owns the 
country,

Probably the most hypocritical 
of the Leader's claims is the next: 
“The period of deficits has been 
eadec.. Tho operations of the year 
just closed will show a million 
dollar surplus.” How was this 
alleged surplus created? By 
adding over three millions te the 
publicdebt. The Laurier financier 
who howled so londly 
expenditure when on the opposi- | 
tion benches, have broken t! 
record for extrava It isa 
thi putting an end to 
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an eminent western statesman, 
thatit was a “rose bush without 4 
rose, a bill of fare without a 
dinner.” 

But it is when we come to the 
last of these notable accomplish- 
ments that polite language fur- 
nishes no opportunity to do justice 
to the situation. “A full stop, 
we are informed, “has been put to 
public works scandals, contract 
scandals, and anonymous letter 
episodes,” and the government has 
“in its nexperience done so much 
for the ELEVATION OF POLITICS 
AND PURLIC MORALS.” The oaly 
expressive reply to this is to men- 
tion the name of a long tailed

ENGLAND'S 
FOREIGN AFFAIRS 


After all the gloomy prophesies 
indulged in by so many important 

rsonages and the volumes of 
etters written to the press on the 
loss of power and prestige of Great 
Britain in relation to her foreign 
affairs it is a rehef as wellas a 
surprise to read such an optimistic 
speech as was delivered by Lord 
Salisbury at the annual dinner at 
the St. Jamee_ restaurant on 
Wednesday, July 6. Lord Salis- 
id gi A after alluding to the progress 
of the American and Spanish war 
said “the world at present looks 
smiling to us politically.” He 
could see all around us signs of 
growing penenty, and we had 
just concluded a treaty abroad 
“‘which will remove the subjects of 
conflict with our greatest and most 
cultivated neighbor”—-meaning of 
course Franca. The premier 
alluded to the difficulties of the 
foreign office, with a meaning 
that will no doubt appeal strongly 
to certain of his supporters, ‘I 
have often thought that an 
English minister contesting with 


foreign powers is very mach in the} 


»osition of a player at whist who 
has got a very noisy and talkative 
friend behind him who insists on 
discussing, in the hearing of all 
present, the value of the various 
ecards in his hand. Meanwhile the 
two adversaries, in absolute 
silence, absolutely destitute of all 
inquisitive friends. pursue their 
plans in silence.” ‘The most 
explicit statementin the premier’s 
speech was that in relation to 
Britain's future policy in China. 
Our interest in China is to amend 
and not destroy its institutions, 
and 1t must be our aim as far as 
possible to maintain the Chinese 
Empire to “prevent it falling into 
ruins, invite it into the paths of 
reform, and give it every assistance 
which we are able to give it to 
perfect its defects and increase its 
commercial prosperity. By so 
doing we shall aid its cause and 
our own.” Words like this come 
with a welcome sound to the ears 
of all lovers of progress and all 
who desire the promotion of 
civilization, and a large section of 
the people of the British Empire 
will read them and will look 
forward to the performance of the 
promises which they contain.

BULLS AT LARGE 


A Proclamation of Interest to Alberta 
Stock Owners. 

A proclaimation dated at ina 
June 27, under the_ provisions of the 
Entire Animals Ordinance, bas been 
received declaring that bulls are per- 
mitted to run at large between Feb Ist 
and March 3ist, 1899, in the district ot 
Alberta south of townships 35; in the 
district of Saskatchewan west of range 
11, west of the 3rd meridian and in the 
western part of Assiniboia, 

THE ORDINANCE 

In answer to several comiunica- 
tions asking for information as to this 
law THE finan has complied the 
following syoopsis of the law in this 
regard as it stands at present through- 
out the Territories, foe the information 
of its readers, 

The ordinance which now governs} 
the running at Jarge of bulls and stal- 
lions Was assented to on December 
15th, 1807 and is known as ‘* The 
entire Animals Ordinance” number! 
22 of 1897, This ordinance repeals all 
the hitherto existing law in reference 
to bulls and stallions and contains the 
tollowing provisions; 

No Stallion of one year or upwards, 
and no bnlil of nine months old or! 
upwards shall be permitted to run at! 
large in any part of the Territories at 
any time, ‘The Minister of Agriculture 
tay, Lowever, in the case of balls, 
by notice published in two consecu-} 
tive issues of the Nori West Territor- 
1es Gazette, declare that bulls may be| 

in 


permitted to run at large any 
district described in such notice 
between the Ist day of July in any 
year and the 8ist day of March in the 
ioowing year, both days inclusiye, 


The term “Runuing at large” is 
defined to mean “without being 
under control of owner, either by 


cfa herder or by confinment within 
any building or other inclosure or 
fence, whetker the same be lawful or 
not.” 

Stallions or bulls unlawfully running 
at large (except within the limits of 
any pound district or herd district con-! 
stituted under the provisions of any 
Territorial Ordinance)may be captured ; 
and confined by any person, If the 
owner be known to the captor, the

of the Gazette, The captor may also 
insert a copy of the notice in three 
successive weekly issues of the news- 
paper published nearest to! the place 


where the capture was made for which |= ee a _ 
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he shall be entitled to be paid $1.00, If 
must pay to 
the captor the fees already mentioned. 

If no owner can be found at the end | 
of 20 days from the date of the first | 
publication of the notice in the Gaz- 
ette, or if the fees provided have not 
been paid to the captor, then on appli- 
cation to a justice (in the iorm pre- | 
scribed by the ordinance) verilied un- 
der oath before the said justice, then 
the justice, after eight days notice 
posted in the three nearest conspicu- 
ous placer (one of which shall be the 
post office) stating time and place of 
sale, himself sell or appoint the near- 
est pound keeper or if more convenient 
any other person to sell the said stal- 
lion er bull by public auction, and 
after payment of the expenses of sale, 
advertising, justices fees (which are 
fixed at $1.50) and captor's fees, shall 
send the balance to the Minister of 
Agriculture at Regina. 

The proceeds paid to the minister 
shall be paid over to the owner on 
giving satisfactory evidence of owner- 
ship of the animal sold, if application 
he made to the heutenant-governor 
within 12 months from the date of 
sale, 

Stallions ov bails at large in herd or 
pound districts shall be taken by the 
captor to the nearest pound, there to 
be dealt with as estrays. 

The owner of any stallion or bull 
who allows any such animal torun at 
large contrary to the provisions of the 
ordinance, after having been notified 
of the fact in writing signed by a 
justice of the peace, neglects or refuse 
within 48 hours after the receipt of 
notice to capture and confine}

Some little stir in local business 
circles is being caused by the 
putting into force of a city bylaw, 
to provide for special taxes on 
certain ‘trades, occupations, 
callings and businesses within the 
limits of the City of Calgary.” 
This + fea which was passed on 
the 28th ultimo, adds considerably 
to the list of licensed occupations, 

The bylaw prohibits any person 
from carrying on the business of 


pediar, billiard room, bowling 
alley. water dealer, drayman, hack 
or bus driver, theatre, circus, 
livery or feed stable, barber, 


butcher, insurance agent, intelli- 

ence office, pawn shop or second 
Eand store, unless he holds a 
license from the city council. The 
annual tax or fee tor these licenses 
is fixed by the bylaw as follows: 

Transient traders, not on the | 
assessment roll, and occupying | 
temporary premises in the city— 
$100.00, 

Hawkers and pedlars— $60 00, 

Billiard or pool tables—820.00 for 
first, $10.00 for each additional 
table. 

Bowling alley—$23.00, 

Water dealer or carrier—$5.00, 

Common carrier or drayman— 
$5.00 for each dray or vehicle, 
whether one or two horse. 

Hack or ‘bus driver—$16,00, 


Travelling musical or dramatic 
companies—$10.00 for first and 
$5.00 for subsequent performances, 

Circus or menagerie—$100,00 a 
day, if the admission fee is 25 
cents or more, $25.00 for any other 
show or cireus, 

Livery and feed stable—$10,00, 
the same fee being applied to a 
sale or feed stable alone. 

Sub section (j) makes it iilegal 
for any person not having a 
licence (fee $60.00 a verr) to sell, or 
olfer for sale, any goods or merch- 
andise of any kind whatever, for 
or on account of any merchant or 
other person selling direct to the 
consumer and not haying his 
principal place of business in the 
city. This applies to outsiders 
taking orders for tailoring, books, 
printing, lithographing and every- 
thing else in a retail way. 

Barber shop-— $12.09. 

Butcher shop-—$25.00, 

Shooting gallery——-$10,00, 

Insurance agent, life or fire 
$25.00, 

Intelligence offlee—$12.00, 

Pawn shop, junk store or second 
hand store—$25,00, 

A curious provision of the bylaw 
is that if a license happens to be 
taken out on the 29th of August it 
eosts the toll annual fee, the 
license year being from July Ist to 
June 80th, but if it should be taken 
out on the Ist of September it 
costs only half as much. 

The newlicenses which are now 
for the first time introduced in the 
bylaw will be variously received. 
The tendency of all licenses 1s of 
eourse to limit the pumber of 
people engaged in business. Take 
theinsurance license for instance, 
If rigidly inforeed and itshould be 
so or not at all—there are always 
®a number of agents amon 
lawyers, government offivials anc 
others, who while not making a 
business of soliciting insurance 
traasact all that comes in their 
way. Under the bylaw such must 
take a license or discontinue 
handling insurance, While casual 
agents will doubtless regard the 
new tax as a hardship those whose 
regular business is life or fire 
insurance will profit by the tax, as 
it will tend to lessen the number 
of agents and to increase the 
business of the agents who stay.

INGLAND'S 
FOREIGN AFFAIRS 


After all the gioomy prophesies 
indulged in by so many important 
personages and the volumes of 
letters written to the press on the 
loss of power and prestige of Great 
Britain in relation to her foreign 
affairs it is a rehef as wellas a 
surprise to read such an optimistic 
speech as was delivered by Lord 

alisbury at the annual dinner at 
the St. James restaurant on 
Wednesday, Jaly 6, Lord Salis- 
bury after alluding to the progress 
of the American and Spanish war 
said “the world at present looks 
smiling to us politically.” He 
could see all around us signs of 
growing pemuersty, and we had 
jast concluded a treaty abroad 
**which will remove the subjects of 
conflict with our greatest and most 
cultivated neighbor’—meaning of 
course France. The premier 
alluded to the difficulties of the 
foreign office, with a meaning 
that will no doubt appeal strongly 
to certain of his supporters, “I 
have often thought that an 
English minister contesting with 
foreign powers is very much in the 
position of a player at whist who 
has got a very noisy and talkative 
friend behind him who insists on 
discussing, in the hearing of all 
present, the value of the various 
cards in his hand, Meanwhile the 
two adversaries, in absolute 
silence, absolutely destitute of all 
inquisitive friends, pursue their 
plans in silence.” The most 
explicit statementin the premier’s 
speech was that in relation to 
Britain’s future poner: in China, 
Our interest in China is to amend 
and not destroy its institutions, 
and it must be our aim as far as 
possible to maintain the Chinese 
Empire to “prevent it falling into 
ruins, invite it into the paths of 
reform, and giveit every assistance 
which we are able to give it to 
perfect its defects and increase its 
commercial prosperity. By so 
doing we shall aid its cause and 
our own,” Words like this come 
with n welcome sound to the ears 
of all lovers of progress and all 
who desire the promotion of 
civilization, and a large section of 
the people of the British Enipire 
will read them and will look 
forward to the performance of the 
promises which they contain. 


NORTHERN MAILS 


“A disgrace to the post office 
depsrtment of Canada” is the way 
& well known Liberal member of 
puiliament characterizes Mr, 
Mulock’s refusal to provide some 
surt of mailservice for the country 
north of tie Saskatchewan, “The 

ost oflice department,” says the 
Edmonton Balletin, “has been 
urged repeatedly to take up this 
matter aud has as repeatedly 
refused on the ground that the 
postal revenue at the three cent 
rate would not meet the expenses, 
Admitting that it would not, 
Postal service is not giveu asa 
business speculation in itself, but 
to aid the whole business of the 
country. And the question to be 
asked in regard to any extension 
of the service and consequent 
increase of expense is not. Will 
enough extra stamps be sold to 
pay the cost of mail service but; 
Will the granting of this service 
facilitate und therefore increase 
the general business of the country 
to a degree proportioned to the 
difference between thecostof the 
service and the revenue from it? 
The maintainance and probable 
increase of the very desirable ex- 
pansion of trade which has taken 
place in the north this year 
depends more largely upon an 
adequate mail service than on any 
other consideration, The strictly 
Yukon trade done at Edmonton

LORD MINTO 


By our dispatches of yesterday 
it will be seen that the Earl of 
Minto is to succeed Lord Aberdeen 
as Governor General of Canada. 
Lord Minto, or as he was then 
Lord Melgund, served as chief of 
staff to Sir Frederick Dobson 
Middleton through the North 
West rebellion on the Saskatch- 
ewan in 1885. Gilbert John Elliot 
is 4th Earl of Minto (1813 U. K.) 
born 1845, married 1883 Mary 
Caroline, daughter of General, the 
Hon. Charles Grey, and grand- 
daughter ot the second Rarl Grey, 
succeeded his father the third 
Ear! in 1891, educated at Trinit 
College, Cambridge, B. A., H 
lieutenant Scots Fusilier Gaards 
1867,retired 1870; served as a volun- 
teer inthe Egyptian campaign 1882; 
general 18853 to 1888; military 
secretary to the Marqness of 
Lansdowne when governor; he is 
a deputy lieutenant for the 
counties of Roxburghshire and 
Selkirk, his seat Minto Castie 
being in the former county. Lord 
Minto has a son and heir Victor 
Gilbert Luriston Garnet, Viscount 
Melgund, born 1801, who is a god- 
son of the Queen, He has also 
four other children, the eldest of 
whom, agirl, was born in 1884,

NEGRO HOUSEWIVES. 


THEIR THRIFT AND INGENUITY UNDER 
DIFFICULTIES. 


Qaly Excellent Economists Could Make 
the Litt)s They Have Go So Far—Patient 
and Industrious—Clean and Tidy Not- 
withstanding Thet+ Povrorty. 


Tho most notable economists in this 
country today aro the negro women down 
south, the fleld workers who keep house 
against odds, yet avhieve creditable re- 
sulta. “TI couldn’t git hold of no jar nor 
nothin to put up peaches in dis year, but 
I's6e got ty near a bushel of cut applo 
an an stow ’way in bags,” a 
cabin housewifo will tell you. 

“Them hams an sides up there?” sho 
goes on. “All both of ‘em is from do 
shotes what I raise on homo victuals an 
leavin’s. Dey never turn out no lard worth 
countin, but do meat is sweet.” 

Another time sho will show you her 
quilta, six or seven of them folded away 
neatly, one apiece for each of the children, 
as sho says. "When do you do your sew- 
ing?" you ask her. 

“Mostly in de night time, when de chil- 
Jen is out de way an de mens is lay down 

or gone huntin.” 

“ But you have no lamp?” 

“No, butl keeps a good turn of fat 

splinters an pine knots handy, an dey 
makes a good blaze to sce by. Days when 
1 does half task in de field I works ’bout 
|de house in de afternoon, but dere’s de 
washin todo an de patchin an scrubbin 
an one t'ing an anudder.
